Prof. Fairbank Speaks 


The United States-China normalization Problem is not 
a_ easy one for the Carter Administration to handle. 
Although President Carter and Secretary Vance have 
repeatedly saiditis the desire of the present administration 
to complete the normalization process, forces friendly to 
the Nationalists are applying pressure to the White House 
to delay it as long as possible. 

Secretary Vance recently moved up his Peking trip 
schedule three months，from November to August， 
Observers consider this an indication 'that the admini- 
stration wants to speed up the negotiation，or a break- 
through in the U. 9.-China talk on asset claims currently 
being held in Washington. 

Thenoted sinologist Prof.John 玫 . Fairbank of Harvard 
University has offered a modifiedy“TwoChina”policy as 
a way to pave the way toward normallization in a Speech 
at the Center for the Study of Democratic Institutions 
recently， His solution requires that a distinction be made 
between sovereignty and autonormy. “We should acknow- 
ledge that the People's Republic of China has sovereignty， 
and that Taiwan has autonomy,”he sald. “I would re- 
commend a comprormise position in which Taliwan's claim 
to separateness 18 not given the name of independence， 
while Peking's claim to soverelgnty 1Ss accepted in prin- 
ciple only, not in fact, ”Prof. Fairbank continued. 


“The State Department has made it perfectly plain 
that normalization ls the only feasible approach and the 
question is how to wor it out. I would be dismayed 让 
Carter departed from the normalization aim,”he sald. 
“Tf it is left on the back burner too long we might see a 
shift in Chinese-Soviet relation,”Prof. Fairbank cautioned.

Now, more than 25 years later， 
Aiyoshi is Covernor of the State of 
Hawaii，He no longer inflates his 
chest when answering questions， 
and like many others who have 
been born and raised in the 
islands; he believes that Hawaii, 让 
anything， is an exemplar of 
“multiculturalism ”instead of the 
ideal melting pot. 

BALANCE 

“Mnulticulturalism,” ”Ariyoshi 
SaySs， “Tepresents a balance against 
the Pressures _ creating a homo- 
genized society. It also suggests the 
need for cross-cultural under- 
standing and perspective and 
apPpreciation.” 

Recalling his experience grow- 
ing up in Hawaii at a time when a 
Caucasian oligarchy controlled 
local political， economic and 
social life，Ariyoshi says: “We of 
Japanese ancestry were told to 
assimilate， We had to become 
Americanized，It sounded like a 
good and noble thing.” 

Noble sounding or not，the 
pressures on the numerous ethnic 
groups in Hawaii to Americanize 
fully and enthusiastically meant 
uniformity was preferred over 
diversity，and the domination of 
WASP (white-Anglo-Saxon Prot- 
estant) cultural ， values, The 
melting pot theory，by extolling 
the desirability of eliminating 
ethunic differences, implied that 让 
all people were alike there would 
be no problems. 


UNEFEASIBLE 

Today in Hawaii，fewer and 
fewer residents glorify the islands 
as a melting pot. The concept is 
not only seen as questionable，bnut 
also as unfeasible， People dont 
melt. 了 ven inter-ethnic marriage 
does not require one to jettison his 
or her cultural heritage or heri- 
tages， 

As a result of the upsurge of 
interest in mnulticulturalism in 
Hawaii，two trends have occur- 
red， The people of Hawaii， 
whether of mixed or unmixed 
ancestry, are ethnics awakened to 
their cultural identity and heri- 
tage. 

Secondly，they are realistic in 
acknowledging that，contrary to 
advertising and tourism hyper- 
bole，Hawaii is not a Shangri- 
la where the millennium in race 
realtions has been attained. People 
can be born in the islands with 
Prejadices, and those who come to 
the islands can retain their Prej- 
udices， 

Furthermore, racial tensions do 
exist in the islandqs， Although 
compared to other regions in the 
world, these tensions are minimal. 
Hawaii does not suffer the racial 
Violence that rocks Boston and 
South Africa. 

BIRTH 

In part, the awakening of ethnic 
consciousness ” among Hawaiis 
people has meant an increase ip 
the number of students studying 
Asian and Pacific languages in the 
state's secondary schools and col- 
leges， It has meant the birth of 
such institutions as the Hawaii 
Chinese History Center and the 
Japanese-American Research Cen- 
ter， : 

Ironically, the most visible and 
strongest expression of ethnic 
awakening has taken place among 
the descendants of the original 
Polynesian settlers of the islands， 
the Hawaiians and part- 
Hawaiians，Their awakening is 


NE 


described by some as a “Hawaiian 
Renaissance,”a new Pride in the 
Spirit and traditions of being 
了 Hawaiian. 

“Theres an awareness and ex- 
citement in the Hawaiian comm- 
unity that hasnt been there for 
many，Imany years, Says Fred 
Cachola，an educational admini- 
strator of Hawaiian ancestry. 

“Now, Hawaiians are beginning 
to understand that they have been 
copying the American foreigners 
ways and forgetting their own,” 
adds Abby Napeahi，a Hawaiian 
woman _ active in community 
politics. 

PROUD 

“So what is happening is [that] 
people _ are beginning to take a 
stand and are being proud of who 
they are. They are proud of being 
Hawaiian，and living like Haw- 
aijians, instead of in a life of make- 
believe. 

“As a Hawaiian，where else can 
I go and call it home? No place. 
Just here. A Japanese, he can go to 
Japan. Thats the homeland. But a 
Hawaiian? He can only go to 
Hawaii.” 

The reassertion of Hawaiian 
pride has been channelled not 
only into areas dealing with 
cultural issues，but also into the 
highly volatile political and social 
arenas. 

Activist _ Hawaiians， believing 
that their people 一 like the Amer- 
ican Indians and 了 skimos of 
Alaska and Canada 一 lost their 
land，identity and self-esteem to 
foreigners, are demanding massive 
reparations from the federal 
government in the form of land， 
money or both. In their campaign 
for reparations，Hawaiians have 
even gone as far as to vote that 
they are “a people [who] are still a 
SOvereign nation.” 

DECEIT 

They argue that they claim is 
justified because， by most histori- 
cal accounts，whites used deceit 
and_ economic manipulation to 
take control of native land，In 


ancient Hawaii，the Western con- 
cept of land ownership was un- 
known; land was to be used，not 
owned . 

和 Moreover， land :and ethnic 
Hawaiian identity are insepar- 
able，they say: “So much in 
Hawaiian culture centers on aina 
[land] and the spirit of the land. 
The kupunas [old people] began 
telling us the legends connected to 
the land，and teaching us its 
value. 卫 verything Hawaiian was 
dissipating and it occurred to us 
that any regeneration would have 
to be through the land,” says 
Hawaiian activist Walter itte. 


RIPPED OFF 

“My heritage was one of getting 
ripped off and having the culture 
of my ancestors assimilated into 
Western ， culture,” remarks 
Davianna MecGregor，3a young 
Hawaiian who is director of the 
University of Hawaiis Ethnic 
Studies Program. “That kind of 
understanding is strong in my up- 
bringing.” 

By Western standards，Hawaii- 


ans are failures in their own 
land. As an ethnic group， 
Hawaiians and part-Hawaiians 


are at the bottom of the state's 
Socioeconomic order. While com- 
prising about 19 per cent of the 
states population，Hawaiians and 
part-Hawaiians account for a 
disproportionately higher percen- 
tage of financially destitute 
families receiving welfare and of 
illegitimate births，Stuqdies show 
that about 50 per cent of the 
adults and 59 per cent of the 
juveniles in the state prison and 
Prison facilities，such as half-way 
houses，are either Hawaiian or 
part-Hawaiian: 
FAILURE 

According to Andrew W. Lind， 
an authority on Hawaiis peoples 
and senior professor emeritus of 
Sociology at the University of 
Hawaii，to understand in the 
failure of ethnic Hawaiians in the 
individualistic and competitive 
American culture . the 


Hawaiian dilemma 一 one must 
realize that the great majority of 
Hawaiians have tended to absorb 
much of the material culture of 


'the West，yet they have done so 


without necessarily being divested 
of their own traditional moral 
values， 

Dick Sawyer，who is half-Haw- 
aiian，three-eighth Chinese and 
one-eighth white， once told a 
visiting reporter: “Weve taken 3a 
lot of the white man's ways，but 
theyve adopted -ours，They saw 
something beautiful there. But we 
want to succeed as 了 awaiians; 
not to revert back, but to keep as 
many of our own ways as We can-. 

“What differentiated the Jap- 
anese，and equally the Chinese 
and the Koreans，and to a lesser 
extent the Filipinos，from the 
Hawaiians is that such a high 
proportion of 了 Hawaiians have Up 
until very recently been disposed 
to_ look askance at these new- 
comers and their avid desire to be 
accepted as Western 一 Or Ameri- 
can 一 计 you will,”Lind says. 

SPIRIT 

In a sense, the ethnic Hawaiians 
are folk people in an industrialized 
world，Lind suggests. The ethnic 
Hawaiians unique contribution to 
Hawaiis social fabric 一 and also 
the reason for their present day 
failure 一 stems from their tradi- 
tional emphasis on generosity， 
hospitality，sharing and mutual- 
ity，and their disinclination to 
manipulate or exploit 一 the aloha 
spirit， FEor Hawaiians， the word 
aloha means something that is felt 
deeply，and which unfor- 
tunately 一 is exploited by the 
tourist industry， 

According to Lind，aloha is a 
feature of Hawaiis tradition that 
is worth，preserving in modern 
Hawaii, Yet aloha has a sensitive 
and delicate nature that can easily 
fuel resentment and hatred when 
abused and misused. 

Furthermore， Lind cautions， 
the social experience in Hawaii for 
all its ethnic groups has been far 
from unitary or singular. There 
have been movements for assimij- 
ation, which, Lind says，“does not 
Tepresent a simple carrying over of 
WASP culture. There are a large 
number of Hawaiians who have 
rejected their heritage as it affects 
their economic relationships，and 
who have become businessmen. 
Therefore，you can't characterize 
all Hawaiians as being infused 
with the aloha spirit in regards to 
economic relationships.” 

THREADS 

In addition to the aloha spirit， 
there are' two other important 
threads in Hawaiis social fabric: 
inter-ethnic marriage and the 
plantation experience. 

Inter-ethnic marriage in Hawaii 
has been and still is a tradition 
that not only is tolerated but even 
is glamorized to a high degree on a 
Socially sanctioned basis. It dates 
back nearly 200 vears to a time 
when many hospitable Polynesian 
girls bedded and wedded forlorn 
and homesick sailors and traders. 

The 了 Hawaiian example was 
followed by the many ethnic 
groups brought in to labor in the 
sugar and pineapple plantations， 
beginning in the 1850s. Admitted- 
ly, another reason they didq so was 
the fact that nearly all of the 
laborers were males; their only 
alternative to jlife as a bachelor 
was to outmarIry. 

Now, at a time when the plan- 
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tation economy has been replaced 
by one highly dependent on 
tourism，more than one-fourth of 
Hawaiis population is of mixed 
race， 

“The whole conception of race 
in Hawaii is qifferent from that in 
the continental United States,” 
Lind explains. “The difference is 
in definition. Identity on the 
mainland and in most other parts 


of the worldq is based on race 一 . 


biological identity and the 
important role of color. 
COLOR 

“With a_ high percentage of 
people here whose roots trace back 
to the Orient，it means that the 
Significance of color and the con- 
cern in cases of inter-ethnic 
marriage of the color of the 
children has been far less imporr- 
tant than in say tne continental 
United States. 

“The long term trend in Hawaii 
has been to develop contact across 
ethnic and _ cultural lines,”Lind 
emphasizes. 

Indeed，for someone born and 
raised in the islands，experiiencing 
first-hand the mainland 避 .$， 
definitions of race can be a harsh 
experience. Such is the case with 
Russell Ho，a 27-year-old Ethnic 
Studies instructor at the University 
of Hawaii. 

“ 工 went through the normal 
American upbringing,” 也 oO says. 
“I played Little League baseball, 
was the best ROTC [Reserve Offi- 
cer Training Corps] cadet in high 
school，had a part-time job in a 
Supermarket，went to an 卫 pisco- 
pal church. 工 was like almost any 
other American. 

“ThenI went to Penn State, and 
the first thing that hit me was the 
Vietnam War and racism. 工 was 
the only Oriental in my dorm and 
Ifelt out of place. 

COOK- 

“The thing about the war 一 让 
really politicized me. 工 went to a 
demonstration simply to investi- 


”gate，One person observing the 


event called me a “gook， This 
jarred me. I know what a gook 
means 一 and here I am, the best 
ROTC cadet in my high school， 
Now II thought to myself why 
should I become a second jlieuten- 
ant and be shot in the back by 
some American soldier who would 
consider all Asian-Americans 
gooks? 

“This led to a questioning of the 
whole system ,” 

Of those in his high school class 
who went to the mainland U.S. 
for college， even those who 
returned unpoliticized， all said 
that they preferred to _ live in 
Hawaii because it is more friendly， 
Ho adds， 

He admits: “Since going to 
college，I_ have become more 
ethnic conscious, But I would rank 
myself local first，then Americanm 
and then Chinese.” 

DIVISIVE 

While inter-ethnic marriage is 
an integrating factor in Hawaiis 
race relations，the planations era 
Was largely responsible for intro- 
ducing race as a divisive category、. 

Beginning with the arrival of 
Chinese soolies in 1852, more than 
400,000 laborers were recruited 
over the next 100 years， Im 
addition to _ China，they came 


from Japan，the Philippines，the 
，，Azores and Madeira islands of 


Portugal，Spain， 下 orea， 了 Puerto 
Rico, other Pacific islands，Russia， 
Germany，Norway,，Italy and the 
Southern U.S. 

The planters' labor needs could 


have been chapely and easily met - 


by one nearby region，such as 
southern China, butthey believed 
that possible labor disruptions 
would be minimized by dividing 
the laborers according to _ ethnic 
stock and by maintaining distinct 
physical and social barriers among 
the workers. 本 

It was not until 1954 when the 
Democratic Party 一 with the 
Support of labor unions 一 
captured the majority in both 
houses of the then Territorial 
Legislature，and broke the white 
oligarchys hold on the islands* 
political and_ economic life， The 
result was the emergence of an 
Asian-American middle class， 
whose forefathers had been，of 
course, plantation Workers. 

JACKSONIAN 


Yet，today some consider the 
“Revolution of 1954”as not a 
revolution in the true sense of the 
word，but ;rather a Jacksonian 
revolution. It was a time of oppor- 
tunity for Hawaiis common men， 
But now they are behnaving just as 
the .old group did 一 fighting to 
exclude others from access to 


opportunity 
“The Revolution of 1954 was 
just ” people of Japanese 


Chinese ancestry taking the place 
of haoles [whites],， 了 Ho says. 

Richardo Labez，a .Filipino 
community leader adds:“We do 
not begrudge the other ethnic 
groups the Progress they have 
made， But we want an equal 
chance. Our aim is to promote 
cooperation and harmony with 
other groups and be good 
Hawaiians.” 

Dennis Ogawa，a 33-year-old 
American Studies professor at the 
University of Hawaii，arrived in 
the islands nine years ago0. He was 
born in Manzanar，one of the 
U.S.-administered concentration 
camps for Japanese-Americans 
during World War II，and grew 
up in Santa Monica,， Cal 计 .

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WE NEED RELEVANT TV PROGRAMS 


ByPETER CHIN-TANG WANG 
Not long ago, an issue of News- 
Week presented the results of 
many studies on the effects of 
violentTVprograms on adults and 
children. These studies clearly 
indicate that violent TV programs 
have _ negative _ effects on the 
behavior of children. They tend to 
cause children to resort to violent 
means to Solve their frustrations. 
HAZARDOUS 

Last week, the American Medi- 
cal Association also filed a suit in 
court，charging that violent 工 V 
Programs are hazardous to _ our 
health. Television uses direct or 
Suggestive ways to mold our 
behavior and to instill values and 
beliefs in us. 

It is particularly effective on 
children in their growing years 
when they cannot make value 
judgments and distinguish 
between fact and fiction. There is 
ample evidence we should assert 
parental authority to regulate the 
kinds of TV programs our children 
may watch . 

Recognizing the needs of the 
Chinese-speaking communities in 


the Bay area，some people have 


rented hours from local TV 
stations to broadcast some Chinese 
TV programs，mostly filmed in 
Taiwan， 
RESERVATIONS 

Besides objecting to the Kungfu 
type of violent programs，I have 
SerIious reservations about some of 
the _ content of the Chinese soap 


.operas，I think some of the TV 


soap-operas are hazardous to the 


immigrants who already have a 
difficult time adjusting to this new 
environment. These soap operas 
perpetuate cultural conflicts and 
create psychological problems in 
the immigrants， 

Where Ilive, I can only watch 
Chinese TV programs on Sundays. 
More programs are televised in the 
Bay Area， The other evening， 
while in Mountain View， 工 
watched for the first time a Soap 
opera called Man-Ting-FEong. My 
host gave me a quick Summary of 
what'had happened earlier in the 
story SO I _ could watch intellig- 
ibly. 

TYPICAL 

It is-a typical Chinese drama of 
ethics， The father，who is docile， 
honest and hard-working，takes 
care of his own children and 
adopted children after his wife 
dies. He patiently waits until these 
children have grownup before he 
marries an old friend who has 
helped him throughout those 
struggling years，I only watched 
the soap opera once and I may be 
inaccurate in the general outline， 

But my point is not to retell the 
story，MYy concern is the model 
behavior -the soap opera tries to 
convince us to imitate.

IMMODEST 

The Chinese tradition and eth- 
ics restrain them from boldly 
speaking to their employers. Many 
Chinese do not 1like to discuss 
their salary with their employers 
because it is considered immodest， 
inconsiderate and embarrassing to 
bargain with ones employer over 
his or her salary. There is also fear 
that he or she may be fired 
because of it. 

Those Taiwanese-made soap 
operas which are taken out of 
political and cultural context 
when presented in this country， 
perpetuate the traditional res- 
traints and enhance the stereo- 
types. They are detrimental to our 
survival in American society and 
place us at a disadvantage. 

This story was told to me by a 
student from Taiwan who worked 
part-time at a fast food joint: He 
was hired with a Black :and 
Chicano ， student. After two 
months，the Black and Chicano 
student got a raise. So he worked 
extra hard.， His employer liked 
him for his hard work but would 
not offer him a raise. This student 
suffered from this unequal treat-

AGONY 

He worked in agony for two 
more months. Finally，he musled 
up enough courage to have a

To his utter surprise, his employer 
simply said they (the Black and 
Chicano) asked for a raise amd he 
did not. Since he asked for it, his 
employer promised to give him the 
same amount that the others 
received. So this student learned 
his first Chinese-American ex- 
perience. | 

I _ can see that many Chinese 
would not have enough courage to 
struggle to protect his or her own 
rights. Then, how would this kind 


of TV program encourage us to ， 


protect our rights? 
RELEVANT 

What we need are TV pro- 
grams relevant to UsS. 

There must be thousands of 
interesting，yet scary stories of 
Chinese 。 American 。 experiences 
that our community organizations 
and leaders can help put to- 
gether into TV Programs， These 
programs Will help Chinese-Amer- 
icans face and 妇 ght discrimina- 
tion.， We can learn a lot from 
watching these stories， 

However，these stories should 
not be presented in such a way as 
to_ arouse hatred and bitterness. 
That _ negative appioach wil be 
counter-productive， They should 
be presented from 3a historical 
perspective and be objectively 
analyzed so we can better under- 
stand the reason and cause behind 
the discriminatory laws and 
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practices that the Chinese 
suffered. In the future，when 
face discriminatory situations 
can confront 让 with knowled 
courage and understanding，

Science Fiction Movie

No newspaper review or still 
pictures could do justice to the 
Special effects that make “Star 
Wars” the most magnificent sci- 
ence fiction film yet made. 
Director and writer George Lucas 


has created visual effects more | 


stunning than “2001,” creatures 
more bizarre than all the episodes 


of the TV series“Star Trek” rolled 


into one, and a galactic adventure 
story equal to the best of 
the science fiction writers.

Lucas has a bag of tricks that 
doesn tend: animation， compnuter 
visuals， stunning sets， realistic 
space Ships，costumes and stunts 
that boggle the eye and the 
imagination，and dialogue:that is 
tongue-in-cheek at just the right 
moments and never gets in the 
way of the spectacle. 

Alec Cuinness，as the aging 
intergalactic pilot .who still 
possesses his magical powers，is 
outstanding. Also good are Mark 
Hamill as the young hero，Carrie 
Fisher as the princess， and 
Harrison Ford as the brash, smug- 
gler who joins the good forces in 
the battle against the evil ones. 
But the real star of “Star Wars”is 
the spectacle itself. Like Tolkien's 
ZLord of the Rings or Herberts 
Science fiction masterpiece Dune 
Trilogy，Lucas has peopled a 
world with magical characters 
Who seem to outlive the film.
